Therefore his mighty plea “ How shall I go up to my 
father and the lad not be with me?” 
A type of the plea of Jesus for lost 
men. 
He pleads before God for the lost. 
He gave His life that for sin­ 
ners who would accept Him that they may be made free from their sins and 
saved to eternal life. 
One fact the evangelist impressed with great force 
was that of responsibility for our influence over others, and this especially 
of the parents’ influence over the children God has given them. 
Many godly 
parents lead their children to the Lord, but all too many use no in­ 
fluence in the saving direction and thus allow their children to go on in un­ 
belief and be lost forever. 
How shall such parents go up to God and their 
children not only not saved— but lost— because those parents had done 
little or nothing to lead them to Christ and to salvation?

in Washington. 
These 
companies which are now under inves­ 
tigation by the federal authorities, ad­ 
vertised extensively throughout 
the 
country, and it Is contended have col­ 
lected millions of dollars for lands ob­ 
tained at 50 cents an acre and sold a 
high as $60 an acre; which are now 
covered with from two to ten feet oi 
w ater which will not be drained foi 
many years, if ever, and the ultimate 
value of which is doubtful. 
The situation came to a head when 
Representatives Clark and 
Bathrick 
appeared before the house com m ittee 
and charged »hat on the recom m ends 
tlon of Solicitor McCabe, Secretary 
Wilson had dismissed two high offlcialu' 
of the departm ent and suspended a 
third on technical charges nearly three 
years old, which were recently revived 
by J. O. Wright, formerly an agricul­ 
tural departm ent engineer, but now' 
chief engineer of the Everglades drain­ 
age project. 
The two representatives 
added that a circular letter of warn­ 
ing intended as a response to many 
inquiries received at the departm ent 
as to the reliability of the Everglades 
lands for investment, and an elabor­ 
ate rej>ort prepared at an expense to 
the governm ent of $11,000 had been 
suppressed by order of Secretary Wil­ 
son. 
The report, it was said, was not 
favorable to the sale of lands. 
The officials dismissed—and 
their 
dismissal occurred last Saturday after 
the m atter was brought to the atten­ 
tion of the Moss com m ittee—were C. 
G. Elliott, chief of drainage investiga­ 
tions, and A. D. Morehouse, office en­ 
gineer. 
F. E. Singleton, an accountant 
in the office, is the man suspended.

Clark's 
testimony 
before the committee was sensational. 
He explained first that he was not at 
all opposed to the drainage of the Ev­ 
erglade lands, but that he did object 
to discredit being brought on the state 
of Florida through the exploitation or 
the 
Everglades by

companies 
which charged high prices for land-* 
that would be under water for years to 
come. 
Then he told of a report pre­ 
pared by J. O. W right in 1909, when 
he was an engineer in the departm ent. 
According to Mr. Clark it was so fa­ 
vorable to the Everglades proposition 
that it had to be entirely changed be­ 
fore being sent to the printer by Chief 
Engineer Elliott, 
it was this revision 
which it is charged Secretary Wilson 
refused to make public. 
“I went to the agricultural depart­ 
m ent with tw o friends from Florida.” 
said Mr. Clark, “to ask about this re­ 
port and why it had not been publish 
ed. 
i inquired of the secretary why 
he had suppressed It. 
He told me he 
had done so at the request of the peo­ 
ple who w ere selling the Everglades 
lands.” 
In support of this statem ent a letter 
was laid before the committee. 
This 
letter was by W. R. Hardee of Jenson. 
Fla., one of the men who accompanied 
Mr. Clark to the departm ent on the 
occasion referred to.

T E X T .—And y o u. that were so m etim e 
Alienated and enemies in y o ur mind by 
wieked wo rks, y et no w hath he reco nciled. 
In the bo dy o f His flesh thro ug h death, 
to present y o u ho ly and unblam eable and 
unpro v eable in His sig ht: 
If y e co ntinue in the faith g ro unded and 
settled, and be no t mo v ed aw ay fro m the 
ho pe o f the g o spel, which y e hav e heard. 
—C o lo ssia nú 1 : 21 -23. 


The apostle Paul 
Is here speaking 
of Jesus Christ as 
the one in whom 
all 
the 
fullness 
of 
the 
Godhead 
dwells 
and 
by 
whom it 
pleased 
the 
father 
to 
re c o n c i 1 e 
a l l 
things unto him­ 
s e l f . 
B y 
*‘a 11 
things," 
however, 
he does not mean 
all things univer­ 
sally or absolute­ 
ly, for that would 
Include not only 
the souls of the 
condemned, but the demons in hell 
and even satan himself. But he means 
all the things which It has pleased 
the father from the beginning thus to 
reconcile. 
The definite article in the 
Greek suggests this as the thought, 
which Is made clear by 
the 
other 
teachings of the Bible on the same 
subject. 
Among those things which it 
pleased the father to reconcile to him­ 
self are the believers on Jesus Christ, 
and it is of their reconciliation espe­ 
cially that Paul here speaks. 
I. 
First 
he shows 
our 
need 
of 
reconciliation, by telling us th at we 
were "sometime alienated and enemies 
in 
our 
mind 
by 
wicked 
works." 
"Som etim e” covers the whole period 
of our lives from physical birth to 
our new' birth by the holy spirit. 
All 
th at time the natural m an Is alienated 
from God. 
And not only alienated, 
but hostile to God, an enemy, as the 
lex t says 


W h at Are W i c k e d W o r k s ? 
This enmify need not show itself 
necessarily in giving way to the lower 
and baser appetites 
of 
the 
body. 
There are cultivated men and women 
who are able to control these appe­ 
tites, but who are at the sam é time 
enemies to God in their m ind—i. e., 
In their modes of thought and feeling, 
which are contrary to his revealed 
will. 
And this enm ity must in the 
very nature of the case, show itself in 
"wicked works." 
II. 
Second, he shows the source of 
our reconciliation, which is God him­ 
self. "Yet now hath he reconciled us.” 
The very one from whom we were 
alienated and against whom we were 
enemies is the one who reconciles us. 


* * He who mig ht the v antag e best hav e 
to o k 
Fo und o ut the rem edy .” 


This is grace, especially when we 
understand that it does not mean pri­ 
marily that we becam e reconciled to 
God, but that God became reconciled 
to us. 
This he did by taking that sin 
out of the way which was the barrier 
to his reconciliation. 
III. This leads Paul to speak in the 
third place of the 
means 
of 
our 
reconciliation which was the work of 
Christ for us on the cross as our sub­ 
stitute Saviour, "In the body of his 
flesh through death." 
Why say “the 
body of his flesh?” 
Why not say "his 
body" without adding "flesh?” 
Be­ 
cause there was a heretical sect In 
that day which denied the m ateriality 
of Christ’s body. 
They believed in a 
spiritual, but not a m aterial, medlator- 
shlp. 
But Christ had a real body and real 
flesh and real blood which he offered 
In propitiation fur our sin, he passed 
through real suffering and died a real 
death. 
Such is the teaching of this 
verse. 
IV. 
And this brings us to the fourth 
point, which 1 b the 
result 
of 
our 
reconciliation, 
presented 
"holy 
and 
without blemish and 
uncharged 
in 
God’s sight." 
This is true Immediate­ 
ly of every believer the moment he 
accepts Christ by faith as his Saviour. 
Oh, if everybody in this sin-cursed *nd 
sin-wearied world only knew and be­ 
lieved that! 
If they would only pause 
In the rush of things and listen to 
It for a single moment! 


The Battle of Con cord Bridge. 
At the battle of Concord bridge, at 
the beginning of the revolution, when 
John Buttrick gave the command to 
fire it was to British subjects he gave 
It, but it was obeyed by American 
citizens. 
In other words, In that in­ 
stant their condition became changed, 
though the ex perience of that change 
was a thing of growth. 
So the instant 
a man takes Christ as his Saviour, 
he stands before God free from the 
guilt of sin, without 
blemish 
and 
without charge. 
And this Is grace! 
The final point in the lesson is the 
proof of our reconciliation, which is 
th a t we “continue in the faith, rooted 
and grounded and not moved away 
from the hope of the gospel." 
Paul is 
speaking not to the false teacher who 
went out of the church, but to the 
true believer who stayed in. 
Those 
who are true to th e "faith delivered 
once for all to the saints" have the 
witness in them selves that they are 
reconciled to God.

The 
appearance 
of 
the 
\Vilson’9 
creek battle field a year and more 
after this obscure Missouri valley be- t 
came known to all the country is de­ 
scribed in a letter written November 
24, 18 62, by the late Capt. William 
Van Gundy of the Ninety-fourth Illi­ 
nois regiment, which was concerned 
in the Arkansas-Missouri campaign of 
that season. 
The letter is now in the 
possession of Captain Van Gundy’s 
grandson, A. L. Benedict of Franklin 
Park. 111. 
It is, in part, as follows: 
"W ilson’s creek, Mo., Nov. 24, 18 62. 
—I wrote you two letters since we 
left Springfield, in which I gave *you 
an account of our march up to the 
twrenty-first, when we were camped on 
the Jam es river. 
We left there the 
nex t morning and traveled about a 
mile west, when we were halted and 
two companies were detailed to build 
a bridge across the river. 
This was 
done by piling up rails in the water 
for pillars about fifteen feet apart; 
then logs were laid from one pile to 
the other for sills; then rails were 
laid across on the logs for a floor to 
walk on. 
The bridge was about 100 
feet long. 
It took about one and one- 
half hours to build it. 
W e crossed 
over with dry feet, but we did not stop 
to put the rails back on the fence 
again. 
"After wTe had crossed the river we , 
kept bearing to the north 
until we 
struck the main road from Springfield 
to Cassville. 
Then we qame about a 
mile 
toward 
Springfield 
to W ilson; 
creek, where we camped and we are 
still here. 
H erron’s whole division is 
camped here, about 10,000 men. 
Tot­ 
te n’s division is about ten miles south. 
W e are about one and one-half miles j 
south of the battle ground 
"Yesterday was a beautiful Sabbath 
day, and Henry, Ad. Branaman, Gip. 
W atkins and John F urr and myself 
went over to see the battle ground. 
W e followed the road until we came 
to a large frame house, w here they 
told us Price had his cannon planted 
in front and about fifteen feet from 
the house.

Washington. — An 
organization 
known as the National Library 
lot t h e 
Blind has been incorporated here to 
carry on a movement to establish 
a 
universal type for blind readers and 
to distribute books among them. 
L iterature for the blind, now pub­ 
lished at a rate of less than CO books 
a year, is made less useful to them bo- 
bause it is now printed In at least 
five distinct styles of type. 
There is 
now no method of circulating books for 
the blind. 
The national library aims to have 
all books for blind readers printed in 
t. pes which shall be universally un­ 
derstood and to establish traveling li­ 
braries. 
Tbe l.brary also will buy 
and copy sheet mucic for blind 
stu­ 
dents and assist them to new liveli­ 
hood by transcribing books and music 
for the library. 
Thom as Nelson Page is president of 
the library and Ett* Joselyn Griffin Is 
its director. 
Mrs. Champ Clark is national chair­ 
man of th^ member ihip com m ittee and 
Mrs. E rne st W. Roberts, president 
of 
the Congressional club,

The library has been Incorporated

600 charter members.

BLAMES THE WOMEN 


Ida Tarbell Says Thay lie 


Incapable Buyers 


New 
York, 
February 
7 . — Much 
of the distress of the poorer classes 
narrows itself down to the fact that 
women are such poor judg es of equity 
and such incapable buy ers, so Ida M 
Tarbell, noted civic worker, told a big 
g athering of women, basing her ob­ 
servations on her study of tenement 
life and its problems. 
The speaker addressed the member; 
of the Association of Practical House 
keeping Centers at its annual meeting . 
“The problem of life for these peo­ 
ple.” said Mrs. Tarbell after an Inter­ 
esting recital of her visits among tic* 
families of miners and factory work­ 
ers in *he Homestead district and tex­ 
tile towns, “is rather the way in which 
the m oney is handled and the food is 
rooked."

Tarbell said 
she 
has found 
from her experience that one of the 
reasons for distress is because women 
do 
not appreciate, 
in 
making 
pur­ 
chases. the value of money . 
“We are 
mig ht.\ 
fK>or buy ers.” she said. 
“We 
ta k e any thing that is g iven us without 
reg ard to quality . 
We do not know 
quality when we see It.” 
The speaker said that she saw "as 
pretty a g own as any of us oug ht to 
want to wear—except on special occa 
sions -that a g irl had made at a cost 
of $1. 
Rut there are a g reat many 
who know nothing of sewing and noth-1 
ing of housework.”
